But this week the interest 
quickened as 96-foot steel sup- 
porting columns began to go up, 
being swung into place in one 
piece by a towering winch-oper- 
ated crane. 

Two of the twelve supporting 
columns went up on Wednesday, 
thes¢ being topped Thursday by 
the tank supporting frames with 
a third column also being swung 
into place. 

When ait ~12 columns are in 
place the job of assembling’ the 
24-foot high elevated tank will 
commence. - 

All steel for the huge new 
tank was fabricated at the Fort 
Erle plant of the Horton Steel 
Company and’ then shipped to 
Belleville for erection. Accord- 
ing to the erection crew foreman 
it wil] take from 12 to 14 weoks 
to complete the tank. It will be 
a welding job throughout. 
ERECTED ON OLD SITE 

The city’s new water storage 
tank is being
